Ol-! / Hello from Portugal! In response to Bj*rn Fransson's question 
about the Voice of Biafra International's postal address, I heard 
them announce the following address for listeners' mail at the end of 
their first broadcast on 1st September: 


733 15th Street NW, 3700 Washington DC 20005, USA. 
[or 16th Street? See below] 


Judging from the Russian interval signals I heard as part of the same 
transmission on 12120 kHz just before and after the Voice of Biafra 
International programme at UT 1859 and 1959, the transmitter is most 
probably located in Russia or one of the former Soviet republics. 
Besides English I heard Voice of Biafra International programming 
towards the end of the broadcast in an African language, probably 
Igbo. 


Reception here in Portugal varied between SINPO 43443 - 42432 with 
some utility QRM, but generally Voice of Biafra International's 
signal was easily readable. 


Note: the Biafra national anthem that was played in the first minutes 
of the inaugural broadcast is none other than the famous Finnish 
composer Jean Sibelius' classical masterpiece "Finlandia"!!! I wonder 
what made the Biafrans choose a Finnish composition as their national 
anthem back in the 1960's...

2000z. The programme opened with an interval signal then male 
announcer with English identification and QRFs [?] followed by a 
review of local news and commentaries. Some of the talks were in Igbo 
--- a local vernacular. This continued to 1995 when the email 
address, snail mail address and URL were given several times in both 
languages. At the end of the transmission the interval signal was 
played a couple of times then the station went off. Based on the 
interval signals, frequency and signal strength I think the relay 
site was J,lich Germany (I'm trying to get this confirmed). The 
objectives of the station are stated to be the seeking of an 
independent Biafra through peaceful means only. email address

**x CHINA/USA. China close to opening doors to US TV 


China's TV broadcasting sector is close to opening the door to 
foreign entertainment companies in the immediate future, as 
negotiations between the industry watchdog and two US media giants 
reach their final stage. 


The State Administration of Radio, Film and Television on 5 September 
stated its negotiations with AOL-Time Warner and News Corp may be 
finalized soon, the China Daily newspaper reported. 


The administration's head, Xu Guangchun, said that the two companies 
will be allowed to directly send TV programmes to residents in some 
parts of south China's Guangdong Province, the paper reported. 


In return, the two have to guarantee that an English language 
channel, run by China Central TV (CCTV), will be broadcast and 
accessible to all US TV watchers, the Daily said. Channel 9, of CCTV, 
is a newly launched English language channel that mainly provide news 
and cultural programmes. 


If the plans are finalized, it will be a major breakthrough in the 
country's TV broadcasting sector, as foreign companies are currently 
banned from entering this field. 


The paper said that although more than 20 overseas TV channels, 
including HBO, Discovery, Star TV and CNBC, can be received by 
mainland hotels with three stars or above, this would be the first 
time that the average resident will legally be able to receive 
overseas channels at home. 


AOL-Time Warner and News Corp will mainly provide entertainment - 
related programmes, Xu told the Daily.

Well today, August 31st, marks Radio Prague's 65th birthday -- and 
the anniversary is an opportunity not only to look back at the past, 
but also look to its present position in the media world as well as 
its perspectives for the future. So, how does the station's director, 
Miroslav Krupicka see Radio Prague today? Olga Szantova spoke with 
him to find out. 


"Radio Prague is a medium-sized international broadcaster now. We are 
one channel of Czech public radio, and I think that after a shaky 
period in the early 90s, our position is now stable, or solid. We 
have survived those uncertain times. I think we are quite a modern 
and well working broadcaster. We use various technologies, of course 
as media we are still using shortwave, that's the basic medium that 
we use, internet, satellite system, and so on. We are looking into 
new technologies, such as Digital Radio Mondial, because Am and 
shortwaves are going to be digitised soon. 


"Shortwave broadcasting, which used to be the only way of 
transmitting our programmes, is now only one of many systems. Some 
listeners are worried that shortwave could be discontinued 
altogether. 


"As long as we exist, we will be using short-wave, because in the 
near future there is no alternative, no sensible alternative to 
short-wave broadcasting as far as international broadcasting is 
concerned. Shortwave is the main medium that we use." 


We asked Miroslav what the long term future of Radio Prague was. 


"I have to say that I see the future of Radio Prague, of such a 
medium size international broadcaster in international co-operation, 
or maybe co-production. We are a part of World Radio Network. It's a 
British international company that re-broadcasts parts of our 
programs in English, French, German and so on, and it, in a way, 
unites us with other broadcasters, at least European and sometimes 


international broadcasters, and that's, I think, where we are going 
to in the future. We won't be able to survive on our own, we have to 
co-operate, unite, and maybe form regional, or rather international 
groupings, or big size organisations that are going to be a part of 
the information highway." 


Will that eventually mean the end of Radio Prague? 


"No, no. I think we'll always have a role to play. We've got 
interesting history, interesting culture, a place in Europe, so a 
small voice will always be a part of this international organism in 
the future and we'll always be a part of Europe."

Charles Josselin, the French minister delegate for cooperation, was 
yesterday in Franceville, southwest of Gabon, where he was received 
by Gabonese President Omar Bongo. On the occasion, several current 
issues were discussed. It must be stated that the long-standing 
relations between the two countries are multi-faceted. Among the 
issues discussed was that concerning communication and, in 
particular, the future of France's participation in Africa No 1 radio 
station's capital. 


It is known that Sofirad, the state company that represented the 
French interests, is now being privatized and in this perspective, 
the French government has decided to transfer France's 40 per cent 
participation to Radio France Internationale [RFI]. According to 
Gabonese government sources, this proposal has been welcomed with 
some reservation as Africa No 1 radio is an RFI's competitor on the 
African continent. On this issue, Charles Josselin has given 
assurances for a quick conclusion of the current discussions over 
France's participation. 


[Josselin - recording] I have made fresh proposals. The minister of 
state in charge of this sector was asked by President Bongo to 
respond quickly --- and this is our wish --- to these new proposals 
that the minister has considered as a significant breakthrough for a 
solution acceptable to both parties. So, I am very optimistic about 
the conclusion of this matter, which is not actually a dispute, but 
only that we have delayed in finding a solution and I think this 
solution is now in sight [End of recording]

Analysis: USA funds Iraqi opposition satellite TV broadcasts | Text 
of editorial analysis by BBC Monitoring's Foreign Media Unit on 6 
September 


The London-based Iraqi National Congress (INC), a US-funded umbrella 
organization of groups opposed to President Saddam Husayn, in mid- 
August began satellite TV test broadcasts targeted at listeners 
inside Iraq. 


On 3 September the INC said the new station, which calls itself 
Liberty TV, had formally started broadcasting. 


An INC press release said: "The first broadcast of Television 
Hurriyah (Liberty TV) contains extracts of a recent secretly filmed 
video of the marshes in southern Iraq showing Iraqi military 
movements, villages that have been destroyed and evidence of the 
environmental devastation caused by Saddam's dam projects. 


"Liberty TV is currently broadcasting one hour of programming, to be 
repeated several times throughout the day. This will develop in the 
near future to a 24-hour schedule. The one-hour broadcast consists of 
news and information programmes of interest to the Iraqi people. 


"Liberty TV is broadcast on the T12 [Telstar 12] satellite at 15 
degrees west and 12.599 GHz [vertical polarization]. Liberty TV will 
also be available on the Internet at http://www.inc.org.uk." 


The broadcasts, approved earlier this summer by the Bush 
administration, will be produced in studios in London. "The tab is 


2.7m dollars a year, including 1.2m dollars for satellite time and 
1.5m dollars for programming and studio use," according to a report 
on the INC web site. 


A spokesman for the US State Department, Philip Reeker, said that 
although Washington was providing the 2.7m-dollar annual budget, the 
INC retained complete editorial control over the programming. "We 
think the people of Iraq deserve the opportunity to have programming 
that reflects truth, that reflects news about events in the world, 
things they are unable to get under the oppressive regime of Saddam 
Husayn," the US spokesman added. 


Other satellite TV broadcasts are already widely viewed in the 
Kurdish-controlled areas of northern Iraq, where some 60 per cent of 
the population have satellite dishes, compared with about 20 per cent 
in Baghdad or southern Iraq. 


Nevertheless, as INC sources told the London-based newspaper Al-Quds 
al-Arabi on 29 August, the organization is counting on its programmes 
being watched in the Iraqi capital and surrounding cities. These are 
the areas “where the educated and well-to-do Iraqi elite lives, 
including people directly connected with political and military 
circles who might be influenced by the Iraqi opposition's television 
broadcasts and be encouraged to change the situation". 


Responding to a question on the extent to which the Iraqi authorities 
control the use of satellite dishes in Iraq, INC spokesman Al-Sharif 
Ali Bin al-Husayn told the London-based newspaper Al-Sharq al-Awsat: 
"We are sure that the majority of the Iraqis use these dishes 
secretly. Government and military officials and party members can 
view satellite channels. As part of our plan, we will address these 
officials to expose the nature of the regime they are serving." 


But the broadcasts may be difficult to receive in Iraq for technical 
reasons. Liberty TV has rented a transponder on the Telstar 12 
satellite, owned by Loral Skynet, a US communications company. As 
Voice of America's "Communications World" programme noted, Telstar 12 
is a trans-Atlantic link satellite. It can only uplink from the 
Americas and only be received in Europe and the Middle East. "This 
would make it difficult for Iraq to jam, because the interfering 
signal would have to come from the Americas. On the other hand... the 
location of Telstar 12 at 15 degrees west means that it will be 
located at a low angle in Iraq," close to the western horizon. 


Liberty TV could be unavailable to many people in the region because 
of the obscure satellite chosen and the digital signal - many 
receivers are still analogue. 


Observers also question whether the opposition will be able to have a 
significant impact on Iraq's political structure through a satellite 
channel.

xx LIBERIA. Government wants court to dismiss Catholic Church radio 
lawsuit | Text of report in English from Pan-African news agency PANA 
web site on 4 September 


Monrovia, Liberia: Liberia's state attorneys have filed a motion to 
dismiss a lawsuit filed against the government by the Catholic Church 
to restore its radio broadcast rights, press reports said here 
Tuesday [4 September]. 


The lawyers are contending the issues raised in the church's lawsuit 
were "constitutional matters" which are "not cognizable" before the 
civil law court, a lower court, where the suit was filed. 


The counsels argue that only the Supreme Court can decide 
“constitutional matters", and as such the presiding judge has no 
jurisdiction in the matter and should therefore dismiss it. 


The church [on] 20 August filed a petition for a "declaration 
judgment" for government to return the shortwave rights of Radio 
Veritas it revoked last July. 


Radio Veritas is owned and operated by the church in Liberia, and is 
generally considered the leading independent radio station in the 
country. 


President Charles Taylor said the station's licence was revoked 
because operating a shortwave frequency in Liberia was "a privilege 
and not a right". The church said the action by government to revoke 
the licence was a violation of the Liberian constitution, which 
guarantees the "right to freedom of expression". The presiding judge 
is expected to assign the case to determine whether or not the matter 
is above the court's jurisdiction. 


This is the second time in less than two years that the government 
has acted to shut down Radio Veritas. 


Already, a plethora of condemnations have come from local and 
international circles against the government's move to deprive the 
church of its radio licence. 


The government had registered the radio station's shortwave frequency 
for 2001 and collected over 7,000 US dollars in taxes and other 
levies.

More than 2 million 
people in the country rely on these radio stations for information on 
national issues including the electoral reforms and privatization, 
and the fear is that such vital information is not reaching the bulk 
of them... 


The radio stations that are not on air are Radio Eastern Highlands 
[3395], Radio Simbu [3355], Radio Western Highlands [3375] and Radio 
Southern Highlands [3275]. Radio Enga [2410] is still operating, but 
on a 4,000 kina budget and this was affecting the quality of its 
programmes.

Senior NBC [National Broadcasting Corporation] officers said not only 
were important government policies [not] translated to the rural 
people, they were denied basic and essential information on commodity 
prices, mother and child health visits, time calls, shipping and 
weather reports, and community announcements and messages. 


Elcom [the Electricity Commission] switched the power off to the 


studio and office complex of Radio Simbu over outstanding bills, 
while Telikom has pulled the plug on all telephone lines in the 
provincial stations - also for outstanding phone bills. Damage to 
transmitter facilities in Eastern Highlands and Southern Highlands 
forced the local radio stations to go off air. The officers said the 
equipment which was left idle is at the mercy of pests, while in some 
provinces the corporation was losing all its houses to the National 
Housing Corporation or to the traditional landowners. 


The NBC, according to the staff, require about 15m kina each year to 
operate at full capacity and in recent years it has been given no 
more than 7m kina to operate. They claim the provincial stations 
require a budget of 500,000 kina to operate successfully.

Employees warn broadcaster's independence under 
threat | Text of report from Papua New Guinea Post-Courier web site 
on 6 September 


The national government must respect the independence of the National 
Broadcasting Corporation, employees said yesterday. And the employees 
have expressed insecurity over their jobs at NBC as they claim the 
NBC board had made a decision at the end of last month that the 
management would absorb all editorial powers - which started at the 
beginning of this month. 


"This is posing a dangerous trend for those immediately affected, 
especially being dictated what and what not to air," the meeting 
heard. 


The staff are seeking support from the Communication Workers' Union 
for a case to be arranged to be taken up with the government on the 
matter --- following last month's suspension of news director Joe 
Ealedona by new NBC managing director Dr Kristoffa Ninkama for 
allowing the airing several anti-government programmes. Mr Ealedona 
was suspended for allowing reports on the student unrest protesting 
the privatization and land mobilization programmes, the broadcasting 
of the launch of the unions' Labour Party and the PNG Defence Force 
stand-off with the government earlier this year. 


More than 100 NBC employees attended a lunch-hour meeting yesterday 
to pass resolutions to take up a case with the union. A decision was 
made to ask the government to respect the independence of NBC. The 
employees claimed NBC would be in "danger" of being "solely 
controlled" and the future of journalists and other employees 
jeopardized. 


"NBC has always enjoyed its freedom of information dissemination for 
the last 25 years," the meeting was told by other staff members. The 
staff meet again tomorrow to discuss the progress discussions on 
issues to be taken up to the government by the Communication Workers' 
Union.

The city-state has 18 free- 
to-air radio stations which are either pro-government or government 
affiliated with the exception of the BBC World Service. Other print 
and mass media are equally tightly controlled. Sinews will air in 
English and Malay twice a week on 102.3FM. Its debut program 
addressed media censorship in Singapore. It hopes to provide daily 
15-minute programs by January 1. 


In neighboring Malaysia, the RadiqRadio.com group recently launched 
its own independent news service, using the same system to broadcast 
from Indonesia. RadiqRadio, which will launch officially on September 
8, is run by the local Center for Investigative Journalism. For now 
its daily 15-minute program in Malay language can only be heard by 
some communities in southern Johore state and on Borneo island, or 
via the Internet (Reuters via SCDX/MediaScan Sept 4 via WORLD OF

xx US A. Observatory's Hams to Use Historical Replica Antenna for 
Special Event 


SOCORRO, NM, Sep 6, 2001--The National Radio Astronomy Observatory 
Amateur Radio Club will make use of a historical antenna replica and 


call sign for a special event the weekend of September 15-16 from 
Green Bank, West Virginia. The NRAO club will use a full-size replica 
of the antenna that Karl Jansky used in 1932 to detect radio 
emissions from beyond Earth for the first time. And it will use 
W9GFZ, the call sign once held by Grote Reber, who built the first 
radio astronomy antenna. 


The Jansky replica antenna is on display at the National Radio 
Astronomy Observatory in Green Bank, where the Robert C. Byrd Green 
Bank Telescope --- the world's largest fully steerable antenna --- is 
being commissioned. W9GFZ, now held by the NRAO club in Socorro, will 
take to the air September 15 and 16 on 21.320 MHz (SSB), plus or 
minus QRM. 


The Jansky array did not start out to be a radio telescope antenna. 
In 1928, Karl Jansky was hired by Bell Telephone Laboratories and 
given the task of locating sources of interference to shortwave radio 
links carrying transatlantic telephone conversations. He built a 
highly directional, rotatable antenna--called a Bruce array--and 
began analyzing noise sources at 20.5 MHz. He identified shortwave 
noise coming from both nearby and distant thunderstorms, as well as a 
faint, steady hiss. By 1932, he identified this faint hiss as coming 
from the center of our own Milky Way galaxy. 


When the news went public, Jansky's discovery of radio emission from 
the cosmos not only made page one news in The New York Times of May 


5, 1933, it excited Reber --- then a radio engineer in Wheaton, 
Illinois. In 1937, Reber --- who will turn 90 this December 22 --- 
built the first dedicated radio-astronomy antenna --- a 31.4-foot- 
diameter parabolic dish --- in his back yard. 


In the 1960s, the NRAO dedicated a full-scale replica of Jansky's 
antenna built by the same carpenter who had worked on the Bell Labs' 
original, which had vanished sometime during the 1950s. The site of 
Jansky's antenna in Holmdel, New Jersey was rediscovered a few years 
ago. In 1998, Bell Labs dedicated a monument at the location to 
Jansky, who died in 1950 at the age of 44. 


The NRAO replica of Jansky's antenna is a working Bruce array that 

can be operated efficiently on the amateur 15-meter band. NRAO hams 
have used it several times in the past, but it has not been put on 

the aix in a number of years. 


The special event station will operate starting on September 15 at 
approximately 1300 UTC for as long as propagation lasts. Operation 
will resume at the same time the next day and continue until 
approximately 1600.

Saharan official comments on Wyoming talks - Algerian report 


Text of report by Polisario radio on 4 September 
Source: National Radio of the Saharan Arab Democratic Republic in

At the end of the recent round of talks in the American State of 
Wyoming, the brother member of the National Secretariat, the Saharan 
coordinator with the Minurso [United Nations Mission for the 
Referendum in Western Sahara], M'hamed Khaddad, has given an 
exclusive statement to the Algerian daily newspaper El Watan in which 
he touched on the most important points discussed in this meeting. 
The statement said: 


The Wyoming meeting enabled us to discuss the Polisario Front's 
proposals on the difficulties preventing the implementation of the UN 
peace plan with Mr [James] Baker in a detailed manner. 


Within this framework, we stressed that the peace plan always 
remained applicable if the sides naturally had a political will; 
mainly if the decision-making countries at the Security Council were 
commitment, as it was the case in East Timor and other parts of the 
world for defending international legality. The double standards 
policy was unimportant and unacceptable. 


Regarding the last Moroccan proposal included in Kofi Annan's report, 
which is called the framework agreement, we clearly reiterated that 
it neither constitute a solution to the conflict nor a way towards 
solving it, because it simply meant integration. 


The difficulties encountering Morocco could not again constitute a 
justification for sacrificing the Saharan people, as it was the case 
in [19]75, in favour of the expansionist and arrogant monarchy ina 
part of the Arab Maghreb region. 


Mr Baker is planning to hold new contacts with the sides in the 
coming weeks. We think that he is exerting valuable efforts to solve 
the conflict, and we shall continue cooperation within this framework 
in order to [guarantee] respect for the Saharan people's inalienable 
rights to self-determination and independence and for a durable and 
just peace in the region.
